NEITHER SIDE MADE ANY PROCEDURAL MOVES IN FIRST DAY OF 
KHMER DEBATE NOV. 26, AND USDEL HEARD NO NEW RUMORS 
ABOUT INVIATION TO SIHANOUK. AT DAY'S END, ALLIES STILL 
PROJECTED MAJORITY AGAINST PRIORITY. AMENDMENTS BY 
BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA) TO BOTH FRIENDLY AND HOSTILE 
RESES WILL BE NEW FOCUS OF ACTIVITY BY BOTH SIDES. ALLIES
